toxication if the water is used for 
drinking, the OWRC, through its re- 
gular water quality monitoring pro- 
gram and periodic inspection of the 
industry -keep a close check on thfs 
situation to ensure that satisfactory 


parameters do not show any unusual 
characteristics which, reflect pollu- 
tion. In general, it may therefore be 
said that aside from the possible ex- 
cessive algal growth, water quality in 
Moira Lake should be acceptable {er 
most uses including recreational and 
water supply.

A useful tip always is to check 
whether the ‘lighting equipment car- 
ries a mark indicating it has been 
approved by the C.S.A. 


WOODS, WATERS 
AND WILDLIFE 


Algonquin is one of North Ameri- 
ca’s best known parks, It is within 
one day’s drive of ten million Cana- 
dians and within two day’s drive of 
over fifty million Americans. 

Algonquin is usually thought of as 
a wilderness, untouched by the heavy 
hand of man. Not so. Most of Algon- 
quin has been, and is, under timber 
licence. Some areas of the park have 
been cut-over at least three times. 

Th Ontario Depar! tment of Lands 
and Forests state that the primary 
purpose of the Park is the provision 
of an area “for recreational use, en- 
joyment, inspiration and education’. 
All other uses are secondary and 
should not interfere. 

Recently’ the Department released 
a Provisional Master Plan for Algon- 
quin Park which is being severly 
criticized, especially by the timber in- 
terests. 

The Plan suggests’ a zoning system 
for the Park which clearly delineates 
areas for recreation, multiple-use, and 
preservation of historic sites and na- 
ture reserves. Perhaps the most con- 
troversial recommendations are that 
there be no logging operations during 
July and August and that there be 
not cutting withing 500 yards of the 
shore of lakes, rivers and streams 
and portages. 

It is obvious that a recently cut- 
over area is not a wilderness ;that 
ear-shattering engines destroy wilder- 
ness character; that the essential soli- 
tude of a wilderness cannot be main- 
tained if all the artifacts of civiliza- 
ton are extended into It. 

The opponents of wilderness often 
use the slogan, “management through 
muiltiple-use” to justify logging, con- 
struction of roads and use of power 
vehicles. 

But, multiple-use is not the indis- 
criminate use of each area. for all 
purposes. It is the wise use of re- 
sources, planned so that each area 
within a system of lands serves those 
purposes for which it ts best suited. 

Together with preservation of wil- 
derness value, the Federation of On- 
tario Naturalists believes that a sound 
multiple-use balance can be achieved | 
in the system of lands and waters in 
Algonquin Provincial Park.
